SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (U PI)-Tons 
of gummy, acrid crude oil transformed 
12 miles of white beaches into a strip 
of black ooze today. Oil company officials 
admitted it could take two more weeks 
to stem a leak from an offshore well. 
The oil on the shoreline was the edge 
of an 800-square mile slick in the Pa­ 
cific which grew more vast by the hour 
as thousands of gallons of oil boiled to 
the surface from fissures on the ocean 
floor. 


While oilworkers struggled around 
the clock to seal the well beneath Union 
Co. of California's Platform A six miles 
offshore, more than 100 inmates from 
state conservation camps toiled on the 
, beaches to sop up the slimy mess with 
straw. 
The layer of sludge, from two to six 
inches thick washed across the sands 
to the high tide line, leaving a 15-yard 
strip of blackened beach resembling a 
giant strip of roofing tar. 
The initial effort to stem the flow 
of oil with oil mud — a chemical com­ 
pound which hardens like concrete — 


failed Wednesday and a spokesman said 
another attempt would be made today. 
If the mud fails to seal the well, the 
only alternative is a relief shaft now 
being sunk. The drilling of it will take 
at least two weeks. 
Stiff onshore winds were expected to 
continue through Friday. Intermittent 
rain Wednesday and today hampered 
crews on the beaches who dumped straw 
on the sand to absorb the oil and then 
raked it into bags. 
Sea gulls, their feathers smeared jet 
black with oil, flopped on the gummy 
sand unable to fly. At least 108 of the 
birds were known to have died of the 
more than 200 brought to three treat­ 
ment centers, and hundreds of others 
went uncounted by state Fish and Game 
officials. 
Following an aerial survey of the slick 
Wednesday the department said officials 
had observed "no adverse effects on the 
marine environment "from the oil. There 
have been no reports of dead fish and a 
colony of about 100 seals on an offshore 
island appeared not to be affected, the 
department said. 
A double log boom was placed across 


the entrance to Santa Barbara Harbor 
but the oil washed over the b arrier and 
lapped against the hulls of 700 small 
craft valued at more than $5 million. 
The harbor was evacuated because of the 
fire hazard. 
Local conservationists and officials 
were furious. 
"People are m ad," said Santa Bar­ 
bara Mayor Gerald Firestone as he sur­ 
veyed 
a blackened beach. "You bet 
they’re mad. This city is known through­ 
out the world as an attractive communi­ 
ty. Look at it now. 


"We have laws which prohibit oil drill­ 
ing within the city limits. But what can 
we do about this? This comes from out­ 
side." 
Coast Guard officials statedthis morn­ 
ing that huge blowers have been placed 
on barges to blow straw on the oil 
slick within the harbor. On-shore winds 
are blowing the oil-ladened straw to 
the beach where inmates pick it up and 
the material trucked away. The clean-up 
method is meeting with some success 
but it is not the complete answer, 
Coast Guard officials said. 
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THE COLORFUL beach area of Santa Barbara took on the appearance yester­ 
day of black m isery as huge masses of oil invaded the area. A large force of 
workers were struggling today in almost futile efforts to stem the oil in­ 
vasion in face of high morning tides. 


Nixon sets European meet 
to boost NATO partners

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- President 
Nixon announced today he will leave 
Feb. 23 for face-to-face meetings with 
five allied European leaders and said 
he also will explore the prospect of a 
future Summit meeting with Soviet lead­ 
ers. 
He told a news conference he hoped 
his one-week European mission would 
"strengthen and revitalize" the NATO 
partnership. 
Nixon said his European itinerary 
would take him to the following cities 
in this order: Brussels, London, Bonn, 
West Berlin, Rome and Paris. The White 
House said Mrs. Nixon would not ac­ 
company him on the trip. 
Nixon also will confer with the U.S. 
negotiating team at the Paris p&tce 
talks and will meet with Pope Paul VI 
during what he described as "a work­ 
ing trip." 
Asked if he hoped to meet with the 
Soviet leadership later, Nixon replied: 
"I believe that a meeting with the Sovi­ 
et leaders should take place." 
The President added however that 
he was opposed to "instant sum m itry" 
and would go to such a meeting only 
after careful preparation. 
"But it is my intention to conduct ex-

ploratory talks at various levels," Nix­ 
on told his second news conference. 
Nixon said he thought "vitally impor­ 
tant" to meet with the European allies 
before engaging in any summitry with 
Soviet leaders. 
"This is only the first step in achiev­ 
ing the purpose I have long felt is 
vital to the future of peace for the Unit­ 
ed States and peace for the world — the 
strengthening and revitalizing of the 
American - European community," Nix­ 
on said of the trip. 
Nixon told a questioner later in the 
news conference he would discuss with 
allied heads of government the impor­ 
tance he places on all nations signing 
and adhering to the nuclear nonprolifer­ 
ation treaty that he has asked the sen­ 
ate to ratify. 
But he made it plain he would try to 
"persuade 
rather 
than 
blackmail" 
F ranсe and West Germany to cooperate 
in this area. 
Nixon again expressed concern over 
the danger of the Middle East situation 
triggering a major war. He declared 
his new policy would emphasize 
the 
United States "assuming the initiative" 
in trying to establish a stable peace.

WEST LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Conrad 
N. "Nicky" Hilton Jr., the handsome ho-

A family spokesman said Hilton, son of 
hotel tycoon Conrad Hilton Sr., had re­ 
cently returned to his plush home in 
the Holmby Hills section after being 
hospitalized for a heart condition. The 
spokesman said the condition had wors­ 
ened in recent days. 
Hilton was found dead in his bedroom, 
the spokesman said. 
The wavy-haired Hilton became the 
first of Miss Taylor's five husbands when 
she was 17 and he was 23, in what 
was considered the Hollywood wedding 
of the year. 
After his divorce from Miss Taylor, 
Hilton said he would never marry again, 
but in 1958 he wed Patricia McClintock, 
heiress to the McClintock oil fortune. 
The couple has two sons, Conrad N. Hil­ 
ton III, 9, and Michael Otis Hilton, 7.

Valley tense over new storm 
river to stay within banks

Lompoc Valley residents remained jit­ 
tery today in the face of heavy rains, 
new flood threats in the Santa Ynez 
River, and predictions of more to come. 
Heavy rains and high winds buffetted 
and battered storm-weary coastal areas 
overnight and today more rain, hail, 
thunder and lightning swelled the river 
and knocked out power and telephone 
lines in scattered areas. 
Flood control officials reported at 
10 a.m . today that the river channel 
would contain the surging waters bar­ 
ring the advent of even heavier rains. 
The river was rising this morning 


under the input of 11,666 cubic feet of 
water a second at Lake Cachuma. 
Scattered reports from widely-based 
flood control officials indicated there 
was no immediate threat this morning, 
but officials continued to monitor the 
situation hourly through the emergency 
communication network organized in the 
past two days. 
The new threats came in the midst of 
a massive cleanup effort waged by ranch­ 
ers, U.S. Marines and airmen volun­ 
teers to clear the debris from thousands 
of valley acres. One official said to­ 
day that the new rains would halt much 
of the disaster relief effort at least 
tem porarily. 
Garrison says he’ll prove 
Kennedy killed by conspiracy 


NEW ORLEANS, La., (UPI) - Dist. 
Atty. Jim Garrison told an all-male 
jury in the Clay L. Shaw trial today the 
state would prove President John 
F. 
Kennedy was murdered by a conspira­ 
cy and that he fell backward from a 
fatal shot fired from the front. 
Presenting the state's opening state­ 
ment in its attempt to convict the 55- 
year-old retired businessman of con­ 
spiring with Lee Harvey Oswald and 
others to murder Kennedy, Garrison 
said he would prove the shots in Dealey 
Plaza in downtown Dallas came from 
"different guns from different loca­ 
tions." 
Garrison said the state would pro­ 
duce testimony that after the assassi­ 
nation Nov. 22, 1963, Oswald ran down 
the grass in front of the School Book 
Depository Building and climbed into 
a station wagon with another man at 
the wheel "and that this station wagon 
pulled away and disappeared into the traf­ 
fic on Elm Street." 
The Warren Commission report of 
September, 
1964, concluded that Os­ 
wald, acting alone, fired the fatal shots 
from a sixth-floor window of the Deposi­ 
tory and that he escaped by taxicab and 
bus. 
The taxi driver — now dead — who 
testified that he carried Oswald told 
the W arren Commission he remember­ 
ed Oswald because he gave him a nickel 
tip. 
Garrison indicated the state will show 
Oswald carried his rifle into the De­ 
pository and that he was one of those 
doing the shooting. But Garrison said 
Oswald did not fire the fatal shot itself 
because Oswald was behind Kennedy. 
Reading 
verbatim 
from 
a written 
statement — which he told the jury was 
required by Louisiana law — Garrison 
said the state would prove Kennedy 
"was murdered not by a lone individual 
behind him but from a conspiracy." 
Reading in a calm, baritone voice and 
standing in front of the chain-smoking, 
white-haired Shaw, Garrison said 
the 
evidence would show that in June, 1963, 
Shaw attended a party given in the 
French Quarter apartment in New Or­ 
leans of David W. F errie, "an accom­ 


plished airplane pilot" and discussed 
the murder of the president. The indict­ 
ment against Shaw names Oswald ami 
F errie, both now dead, as co-conspira­ 
tors. 
Garrison said Shaw was overheard 
talking with F errie and others to the 
effect that 
Kennedy should be killed 
and the m urder could best be done with a 
rifle. 
"At this point, the defendant, Clay 
Shaw, suggested that the man doing the 
shooting would probably be killed be­ 
fore he could make his escape," G arri­ 
son said. "The defendant . . . turned 
to F errie and asked if it might not be 
possible to fly the gunman from the 
scene of the shooting to safety. Ferrie 
replied that it would." 


Reagan 
declares 
emergency’

BERKELEY (UPI) -G ov. Ronald Rea* 
gan has declared "a state of extreme 
em ergency" exists at the University of 
California campus at Berkeley, where a 
strike by several hundred students is now 
in its 15th day. 
In an unprecedented move late Wednes­ 
day, Reagan declared the emergency and 
authorized use of highway patrolmen to 
put down disturbances. 
The campus itself was relatively quiet 
after a day of turmoil Tuesday that 
saw two dozen hurt and 20 arrested. 
Two 
dem onstrators 
were 
arrested 
Wednesday, but there was no violence. 
In issuing his proclamation, Reagan 
invoked the state D isaster Code and said 
the Highway P atrol's assistance would 
"continue as long as necessary. There 
are about 800 state patrolmen in the 
Bay Area available for campus duty. 


All the work has been halted on the ef­ 
forts of Marines to build a new Bailey 
Bridge across the Santa Ynez River into 
the Federal Correctional Institution. An 
official said pilings have been install­ 
ed in the river on either side and that 
15-foot sections of the bridge are on 
trucks lined up on Floradale Avenue 
to the south. Drivers pulled the trucks 
out of nearby fields yesterday and jerk ­ 
ed them on the road so the heavy equip­ 
ment wouldn't become mired in the mud. 
Work on the replacement of Surf 
Bridge, linking North and South Vanden- 
berg was still being engineered, the of­ 
ficial said. Some 50 to 60 airm en who 
had volunteered to aid ranchers in clean­ 
up were called off the project today be­ 
cause the rains had rendered the fields 
unworkable. 
An erroneous report from Gibralter 
Dam upriver from Cachuma early last 
night electrified flood control officials 
and resulted in a widespread flood alarm . 
The report indicated water was spilling 
at the dam at the rate of 30,000 cubic 
feet a second. The correct figure should 
have been 3,000 c.f.s. 
Officials corrected the erro r a short 
time later, but not before the report 
had gone out over radio and short wave 
comm jnication networks. 
James Stubchaer, county flood con­ 
trol chief, called Lompoc Police Chief 
Ray Robertson with the report. 
A S heriffs sergeant reportedly drove 
through the west valley in the early 
evening warning ranchers, apparently on 
the basis of the erroneous report. 
Lompoc Police Chief Ray Robertson 
said he heard of the erro r and called 
sheriff’s deputies to cancel the alert. 
Late this morning City Administra­ 
tor Gene Wahlers said tliat at this point 
the city and valley are not being brought 
to an emergency posture. 
"We are prepared should there be an 
emergency. We have an adequate com­ 
munications system established and are 
keeping track of the Cachuma flow and the 
river level. Based on the latest reports, 
the flow is not alarming although we 
have 
reports 
that 
the 
river is up 
somewhat but nothing to be alarmed 
about." 


Cong threatens talks: 


call for ouster of 
So. Viets Thieu

PARIS (UPI) — The Viet Cong today 
warned there can be no progress in the 
Vietnam peace talks as long as the 
government of South Vietnamese Presi- 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu remains in pow­ 
er. 
Opening the third weekly session of the 
talks, Viet Cong delegate TranBuuKlem 
called for the immediate ouster of the 
U.S — backed Thieu regime. Thieu re­ 
presents only "slavery," he said. 
Kiem denounced the Saigon adminis­ 
tration for being what he called "m ere 
puppets" who he said "surrendered the 
sovereignty of South Vietnam into the 
hands of the United States." 


Wahlers said there is no plan to ac­ 
tivate the disaster command post at 
City Hall at this time since surveil­ 
lance from the dam to Lompoc indicates 
the situation is not that critical.

matic gates and a reconnaissance of the 
lake Indicated it was falling slightly. 
His assessm ent did not make allowance 
for the rains that had fallen in the early 
morning hoyrs. 
However, Boyd said he had talked with 
a rancher on the Alisal Ranch a short 
time earlier and learned that the Santa 
Ynez River was surging heavily, ap­ 
parently with the input from a myriad 
of small tributaries between that loca­ 
tion and Cachuma Dam. There was no im­ 
mediate assessm ent of what the reports 
might mean for the Lompoc plain. 
Stormy skies dropped 1.12 inches of 
rain on the valley up to 8 a.m . today, 
raising the season total to 13.88 inches. 
Normal is about 12 inches. 
The Salsipuedes 
gauging 
station 
this morning reported 1.41 inches of 
rain for the storm and a season total of 
18.34 inches. 
Despite the severity of the weather 
conditions, no injuries were reported. 
Nearly three inches of rain fell over­ 
night at San Marcos Pass and l 1- inches 
at Figueroa Mountain. 
Peak flow in the Santa Ynez River was 
expected in Lompoc about 3 p.m. to­ 
day, according to Fourth District Su­ 
pervisor Francis H. Beattie. Scattered 
and sometimes conflicting weather re­ 
ports predicted as much as three inches 
of rain might fail on valley areas through 
tomorrow.

Alcatraz, once America’s most 
dreaded prison, remains up for 
sale today after the city has de­ 
bated for nearly six years what 
to do about it. 
A possible decision may be 
made Feb. 11 at a board of su­ 
pervisors meeting. It may de­ 
cide to buy it. 
“ The Rock” —22 acres of des­ 
olate cliffs and crumbling pri­ 
son buildings rising like a moth 
—balled battleship in the bay— 
was abandoned by the govern­ 
ment as a maximum security 
prison in 1963. 
The government has declared 
Alcatraz surplus property, no 
longer serving military or civil 
needs after more than 100 years 
of federal ownerstiip. Only one 
government agency has an in­ 
terest in the island—the Coast 
Guard which maintains a light­ 
house there. 
The island with its Spanish 
name (meaning pelican) holds 
historic interest, but it was as 
a maximum security peniten­ 
tiary set up in 1934 for the na­ 
tion's most dangerous felons 
that the word “ Alcatraz” be­ 
came 
notorious 
around 
the 
world. It had housed more than 
1,500 felons before it was aban­ 
doned. 
The men imprisoned on “ the 
Rock” gave it chflltrfg fame. 
Men like A1 Capone, beer baron 
and gangland chief, Alvin (Old 
Creepy) Karpis, kidnaper and 
bank robber, George (Machine 
Gun) 
Kelly, 
Basil (the Owl) 
Banghart and Floyd G. Hamil­ 
ton, a member of the Bonnie 
Parker and Clyde Barrow gang. 
None, so far as is known, es­ 
caped alive. 
A 
government commission 
was created in 1963 to make an 
investigation and study possible 
uses for the abandoned island. 
This commission finally made 
its report and recommendations 
in August, 1964. 
“ Under no circumstances,” 
the commission recommended, 
“ should anyone be allowed to 
use the island to glorify the 
criminal acts which brought 
men to Alcatraz or to exploit 
the human misery associated 
with crime.” 
The commission said the site 
should be used for a monument 
commemorating the founding of 
the United Nations in San Fran­ 
cisco in 1945 as a symbol of 
peace. The design would be se­ 
lected through international ar­ 
chitectural competition. 
These recommendations were 
torpedoed by the State Depart­ 
ment. 
“ Tell me,” said one State De­ 
partment official, “ would you 
put up a peace monment on 
Devil’s Island? . . . We think 
that it would be at least 100 
years before this connotation 
about Alcatraz as a prison — 
a prison for the most hardened, 
most desperate criminals—will 
pass from the scene.”

“ John, don’t ask me how. I 
can’t tell you how a country 
that started so greatly could 
have deteriorated so much. I 
can’t explain how we could 
argue in Paris over ‘round or 
square’ tables to discuss peace 
over, 
while 
you 
and 
your 
combat 
buddies wallowed in 
mud. I don’t know why the 
President stopped giving you 
and your infantry buddies air 
support. “ John, you are right. 
We must pray for peace. God 
help us all.“ 
Millichamp said his brother 
felt “ Vietnam was very barren 
and somewhat beautiful in its 
own 
grotesqueness; 
he 
felt 
there was nothing in Vietnam 
worth fighting for-the people 
themselves couldn't fully appre­ 
ciate democracy anyway. 
“ My brother has a degree in 
mathematics from Wayne State 
University,” Millichamp said. 
“ I fail to understand how the 
United States can take someone 
like my brother and put him in 
the infantry, and then complain 
they don’t have qualified men.” 
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Scientific 
mystery 
snapped 


SANTA CRUZ, Calif. (U PI) 
University of California astron­ 
omers have succeeded in photo* 
graphing a pulsar-one of sci­ 
ence’s newest mysteries-in the 
act of flashing its beam of light 
more brightly than 50 suns. 


One member of the staff at 
university’s Lick Observatory 
Wednesday called the achieve- 
ment “ a little as though a bioU 
ogist had actually seen a real 
live unicorn and asked his col­ 
leagues to explain it.” 


Pulsars have been stirring the 
curiosity and imagination of sci­ 
entists since their discovery in 
1967 by radio astronomers at 
Cambridge University in Eng- 
land. 
Since that time 27 similar ob- 
jects have been discovered in 
various parts of the Milky Way. 
Their outstanding characteris­ 
tic is the precision with which 
they flash their light on and off. 
Some 
flash 
every 
few hun­ 
dredths of a second and some 
flash more slowly, but the reg­ 
ularity of the flashes is more 
accurate than any clock devis- 
ed by man. 


Pulsars are also thought to be 
among the most densely packed 
objects in the universe. A spoon­ 
ful of such a star could weigh 
millions of tons. 


One of the most widely held 
theories on the origin of puls­ 
ars is that they are “ neutron 
stars” -the remnants ofordina* 
ry stars that exploded in mons­ 
trous bursts of energy eons ago. 
The pulsar photographed by 
the UC staff is located in the 
Crab Nebula, some 6,500 light 
years away.

County planner states

County Planning Commission 
chairman Richard M. Clare, of 
Santa Maria, says he wants to 
clear up a misconception that 
he takes the view the county’s 
agricultural preserve program 
is illegal and unconstitutional. 
Clare pointed to statements 
attributing this stand to him, and 
said that as an attorney, he has 
“ no opinion” whether the pro­ 
gram is unconstitutional or not 
Commission 
records were 
cited by Clare to show that 
Robert C. Lilley, of Lompoc, a 
fellow board member, had stat­ 
ed his views on the farm pre­ 
serve program. Lilley, the rec­ 
ord showed, had stated at a 
Jan. 8 session of the commis­ 
sion that he felt the program if 
ever tested in court “ may well 
prove to be confiscatory and 
may possibly be unconstitution­ 
al.” 
Assistant County Counsel Su­ 
san Trescher said she did not 
feel the program was unconsti­ 
tutional 
This discussion came after 
the commission voted 5-3 with 
one absention to recommend 
approval of another agricultur­ 
al preserve in the north coun­ 
ty.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Fi­ 
nance Director Caspar W. Wein­ 
berger today rejected as “ ab- 
surd on its face” a Democratic 
demand that the state return to 
the taxpayers the bulk of its 
budget surplus. 


Weinberger said the return 
would prevent the administra­ 
tion of Gov. Ronald Reagan 
from 
boosting 
state 
aid to 
schools by $105.5 million this 
year. 


“ You would require a tax in­ 
crease next year and you would 
not be able to do things for 
mental hygiene,” Weinberger 
said. “ It’s just absurd on its 
face. It was obviously made 
without the slightest sincerity.” 


The suggestion came from 
Sen. George S. Moscone and As­ 
semblyman Jess M. Unruh at 
a news conference as the gov­ 
ernor’s $6.2 billion budget was 
being formally introduced in the 
legislature. 
The budget for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 - highest in 
state history — was introduced 
in the Senate by Sen. Randolph 
Collier, ELYreka, and in the As­ 
sembly by Assemblyman Frank 
Lanterman, R-La Canada. 


Collier heads the State Fi­ 
nance Committee and Lanter­ 
man the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee. The consti­ 
tution requires the chairmen of 
those committees to introduce 
the actual budget bill, which 
then goes through a series of 
hearings before finally being 
adopted. 


The $247.3 million “ free sur­ 
plus” on June 30, 1969, came 
under scrutiny by Unruh and 
Moscone — and they proposed 
the surplus cash be returned 
rather than spent. 


Reagan plans to use $100 mil­ 
lion of the surplus next year to 
allow a 10 per cent exemption 
in the state income tax-a cut 
that will come in the 1970 eleo 
tion year.

U lysses S. Grant Sharp, 
at the tim e commander in chief, 
Pacific; Adm. Thomas Moorer, 
chief of naval operations, and 
even McNamara. 
All the w itnesses appearing

the Navy. Bucher will have his 
turn at rebuttal later. 
He has been warned, although 
the Navy em phasizes that it is 
routine, that he is suspected of 
giving up his ship and men 
without 
resistance.

Canada looks for a new 
identity under Trudeau

CANADA UNDER TRUDEAU- 
A NEW IDENTITY FOR OUR 
CLOSEST ALLY? 
ByRALPH C. DEANS 
O T T A W A (UPI)—“ The next 
Prime Minister,” Lester Pear- 
son commented as he stepped 
down from that post last April, 
‘‘is expected to be a combina* 
tion of Abraham Lincoln and 
Batman.” It was not a bad 
description of the man who did 
replace him. 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau’s cap­ 
ture 
of 
the 
Liberal party 
leadership over eight powerful 
contenders in the June 25, 1968, 
election was an exploit worthy 
of the caped crusader. And his 
subsequent pledge to create a 
Lincoldesque 
breadth 
of 
thought. The 49-year-old bache- 
lor who governs 20.7 million 
Canadians and their gigantic 
nation 
north 
of the 
United 
States also brings to mind the 
critical style of an Alexis de 
Tocqueville and the flair of a 
Lawrence of Arabia. 
Scrambling up to the Liberal 
leadership 
last 
spring, then 
streaking through the election 
campaign in a DC9 jet, Trudeau 
was-and still is-busy upseU 
ting the way Canadians think 
about themselves and their role 
in world affairs. 
Conditioned by a series of 
leaders who were graduate civil 
servants or longtime party men, 
Canadians are still getting used 
to a prime minister who has 
scuba-dived with French aqua- 
naut Jacques Yves Cousteau 
and achieved a brown belt in 
judo. 
In the absence of specific 
electoral promises, Trudeau 
was 
elected 
in 
what 
one 
Montreal editor called “ an act 
of 
faith.” 
It 
was 
quite 
a 
demonstration. Voters gave the 
untried politician a government 
of 155 members and a five-year 
term of office in the 264-seat 
House of Commons. It was the 
first majority government in six 
elections and 11 years. 
Conservative leader Robert 
Stanfield, 54, who like Trudeau 
is independently wealthy and a 
Harvard graduate, could not 
match his opponent’s charisma­ 
tic style on the hustings but he 
obtained 73 Commons seats and 
continued as opposition leader. 
The socialist New Democratic 
party picked up 21 seats and the 
Ralliement Creditiste, a small 
splinter party, captured 
14 
ridings (electoral districts) in 
rural Quebec. One independent 
was also elected, and there is 
one vacancy. 


One of the differences be­ 
tween Canada and the United 
States is that Canada contains a 
population of six million French 
-nearly one-third of the total— 
who have so far resisted being 
enticed into the North American 
melting pot. 
Trudeau is a member of this 
proud group. “ I am 
French- 
Canadian with all my heart,” he 
says. But unlike some of his 
fellow Quebeckers who want to 
break away from the rest of the 
nation, Trudeau adds: “ I am 
also deeply and irrevocably a 
Canadian. I am convinced that 
one does not prevent the other.” 
This passionate conviction is a 
key to the complexities of the 
man himself and to the still- 
emerging thrust of his fledgling 
administration. His drive tow­ 
ard national unity supersedes 
all other ambitions and som^ 
times borders on obsession. 
‘‘The die is cast in Canada,” 
Trudeau says. ‘‘There are two 
ethnic and linguistic groups; 
each is too strong . . . to be 
able to swamp the other. But if 
the two will collaborate inside a 
truly pluralistic state, Canada 
could become the envied seat of 
a form of federalism 
that 
belongs to tomorrow’s world.” 
If the ‘‘French fact” provides 
Canada with the unifying glue 
of a distinctive national identity, 
as Trudeau contends, it also 
represents a fused bomb that is 
sputtering in the youthful PM ’s 
hands. 
Even in larger-than -Texas 
Quebec, 
where 
five 
million 
French outnumber the English 
five to one, ‘‘les Anglais” have 
the best jobs, the money and 
the influence. In many cases, 
the one million French scat­ 
tered 
through 
the 
English- 
Speaking provinces fare better. 
Slumbering indigrtiation erupt­ 
ed during the past 10 years into 
French demands for a better 
deal and then into the formation 
of separatist cabals. At least 
three persons were killed and 12 
injured by terrorist 
bombs 
planted by separatists between 
1963 and 1968.

Although attention to it has 
been diverted, Canada’s chief 
domestic 
problem 
is 
also 
number one in the field of 
foreign affairs. Trudeau’s para* 
mount concern in this area is to 
short-circuit Quebec’s push for 
an international ‘presence’ and 
to make Ottawa’s newly bilin­ 
gual voice the one that speaks 
for both the French and English 
groups. 
The issues causing a rhubarb 
at home and in other capitals 
are 
secondary 
matters 
for 
Trudeau who is pulling Canada 
out of the “ influential power 
broker” role it assumed under 
Pearson, 
a 
veteran 
in the 
diplomatic game. 
‘‘We shall do more good,” 
Trudeau 
said recently, 
“ by 
doing well what we know to be 
within our resources...than to 
pretend 
to ourselves or 
to 
others that we can do things 
clearly beyond our capability.” 
With that thought in mind and 
questioning 
the 
20-year-old 
foundations of Cana’s external 
policies, Trudeau initiated a 
top-to-bottom review of defense 
and foreign affairs —now target­ 
ed for completion in April. 
Such sacred cows as partici­ 
pation in NATO and cooperation 
with the United States in conti­ 
nental defense are being exam­ 
ined. Although it is unlikely, 
Trudeau refuses to satisfy sil­ 
lies that Canada won’t go net* 
tralist and withdraw from NATO 
when its commitment ends next 
year. All that, he insists, ‘‘is 
up to the review.” 
Such lingering doubts, and 
Trudeau’s announcement that 
he wants to trade ambassadors 
with Red China’s MaoTse-Tung 
(plans 
have been made for 
diplomatic recognition of Com­ 
munist China), have put the 
allies on edge. They prompted 
one worried U.S. congressman, 
Louisiana Democrat John R. 
Rarick, to describe Trudeau 
recently 
as 
‘‘the 
Canadian 
Castro” and to urge economic 
reprisals and Canada’s expul­ 
sion from NATO. 
Seven months’ exposure to the 
realities of power have not 
changed Trudeau’s conviction 
that Canada ‘‘should not be 
guided so uniquely by what our 
friends in Washington think.” In 
a BBC interview shortly after 
the New Year, he promised to 
use 
whatever 
independence 
Canada has 
from American 
influence ‘‘to the hilt...I feel we 
haven’t pressed far enough to 
exercise what little indepen­ 
dence we did have.”

Eighty-six House members are 
sponsoring 
legislation to en­ 
large President Nixon’s Cabi­ 
net by creating a Department 
of Consumer Affairs. 
As 
I 
understand 
it, 
the 
proposed department would do 
for consumers what the Com­ 
merce Department has done for 
businessmen, the Labor Depart­ 
ment 
for 
workingmen, 
the 
Agriculture 
Department 
for 
farmers and the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment for city dwellers. 
But let us not be discouraged 
by that. 
It could be that some of the 
programs which haven’t been 
overwhelmingly successful in 
the other departments would 
produce the desired result when 
applied to consumer problems. 
Take, 
for 
example, 
the 
attempts by the Agriculture 
Department to solve the farm 
problem by paying farmers not 
to grow things. That program 
may 
have 
helped 
to 
some 
extent, but thus far it has fallen 
short of bringing 
about an 
agrarian Utopia. 
If, however, the proposed new 
department were to adopt the 
same 
approach—that 
is, 
if 
consumers were paid for not 
buying 
things-all 
sorts 
of 
problems might disappear. 
Each consumer, as I envision 
it, 
would 
be 
assigned 
a 
purchase allotment, along the 
lines of the acreage allotments 
assigned to farmers. 
Should he exceed Ids quota, 
he would forfeit his benefits 
under the program. But if he 
stayed within the allotment, he 
would be paid for not buying the 
things he would otherwise have 
purchased. 
Right away this would lessen 
the danger 
of 
a consumer 
getting rooked on a transaction. 
Which seems to be the No. 1 
consumer problem. 
Most of the consumer laws 
now on the books were designed 
to protect the consumers from 
sharp dealings in the market 
place. 
This 
way

would 
protect himself by avoiding the 
market place.

Packer directors give okay 
for Lombardi to ioin 'Skins

GREEN BAY, Wis. (U PI)- 
Green Bay Packer directors, 
admitting 
they 
“ would have 
done 
anything to retain his 
services," chose instead not to 
stand 
in 
the way of Vince 
Lombardi’s 
“ chance 
of 
a 
lifetim e" and gave him his 
unconditional release to go to 
the Washington Redskins. 
Lombardi, who had five years 
remaining on his contract with 
the Packers, will become coach, 
part owner and chief executive 
officer of the Washington team, 
Packer 
President Dominic 
Olejniczak announced the deci­ 
sion Wednesday night after a 
closed door meeting of 30 of the 
club's 45 directors, who adopted 
his resolution that, “ with deep 
regret, the Green Bay Packers 
organization accepts the resig­ 
nation of Vincent Lombardi and 
releases him from his existing 
contract." 
“ We all felt the executive 
committee 
would 
have done 
anything to retain his services, 
but we did not want to stand in 
the way of a man," Olejniczak 
said. 
“ Mr Lombardi has served us 


well, far and above the call of 
duty, and we felt it would be a 
dog-in-the-manger attitude ifwe 
were to stand in his way of 
obtaining a very profitable and 
substantial 
interest in 
this 
Washington ballclub," Olejnic­ 
zak 
said in proposition his 
resolution. 
No successor was named and 
Olejniczak said the Packers 
“ aren’t in any great hurrytodo 
this." 
“ I am very happy to be going 
to Washington although sad to 
be leaving a great city like 
Green 
Bay and some great 
young 
men” 
Lombardi said 
when he learned of the decision 
while at a dinner in his honor in 
New York. 
Redskins 
officials 
had no 
immediate comment and indi­ 
cated they would hold a news 
conference 
today. 
Lombardi 
resigned as Green Bay coach 
Feb. 1, 1968, after leading the 
Packers to five National Foot­ 
ball League crowns, six divi­ 
sional titles and two Super Bowl 
championships. He remained as 
general manager the last year. 
Olejniczak admitted there was 
much discussion at the direc-

tors’ meeting about whether the 
Redskins should compensate the 
Packers. 


“ It is difficult to measure 
compensation," he said. “ If 
anyone offered us 15 players 
from any one team or $1 million 
for Vince Lombardi I would 
have turned him down. I would 
not 
cheapen 
this 
deal 
by 
measuring it in terms of dollars 
or a couple of players. We feel 
that this way, our good will and 
stature in the league will be 
enhanced in the years to come." 


Olejniczak disclosed Lombar­ 
di had notified the directors last 
Thursday that he wanted to go 
to Washington. A public am 
nouncement was not made until 
Monday. 
The Packers, as a publicly 
owned, nonprofit corporation, 
could offer Lombardi no equity 
to ease the tax bite on his 
whopping salary and bonuses. 
Olejniczak said the fact that 
Lombardi had the opportunity 
to obtain “ a substantial bloc of 
stock" in the Redskins was a 
prime factor in the directors’ 
decision. 
“ Stock in football corporations 


is difficult to obtain, and in all 
probability, this would be the 
chance of a lifetime for Mr. 
Lombardi," he said. 
Lombardi said in his letter 
the Packers were in “ good 
hands’’ with Phil Bengtson, his 
longtime 
assistant, 
as head 
coach. 


“ The Packers have a good 
football coach who will be a 
better one without the pressure 
of 
having 
Vince 
Lombardi 
looking over his shoulder and 
without the players wondering 
how the man upstairs might 
have done it," Lombardi wrote. 


When he turned the coaching 
duties over to Bengtson a year 
ago, Lombardi said, “ I’ll never 
coach again. It’s impossible to 
say how long I’ll be a general 
manager. I just don’t know." 


But after the 1968 football 
season arrived, Lombardi con­ 
fessed he could not rid himself 
of 
a 
desire 
to coach-his 
profession for some 30 years. 
“ It’s murder," he said last 
September. “ I never knew I’d 
miss it so much.'

CANTON, Ohio (UPI)—Earle 
“ Greasy” Neale, the coach who 
masterminded the Philadelphia 
Eagles’ rise to two world titles 
in the late 1940s, heads the list 
of five former football stars 
elected today to the pro football 
Hall of Fame. 
Joining Neale, who coached 
the Eagles for 10 years, are Al 
“ Turk” Edwards, a tackle at 
Washington; 
Joe 
“ The Jet” 
Perry, 
a fullback, and Leo 
Nomellini, a defensive tackle, 
who both played with the San 
Francisco Forty Niners; and 
Ernie 
Stautner, 
a defensive 
tackle 
and 
end 
with 
the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. 
Neale, who earned his nick­ 
name as a flashy end at West 
Virginia 
Wesleyan, 
had 
an 
illustrious 
coaching 
back­ 
ground before taking over the 
lowly Eagles in 1941. His 1022 
Washington and Jefferson team 
played in the Rose Bowl and in 


1930, a Neale-coached semi-pro 
team, the Ironton Tanks, won 
four of five exhibition games 
against 
National 
Football 
League teams. 


Neale, 
a standout athlete, 
played baseball with the Cincin­ 
nati Reds and batted .357 in the 
infamous 
1919 
“ Black 
Sox 
Scandal” World Series. 
Edwards 
starred 
for the 
Redskins, first in Boston and 
later when the franchise was 
moved to Washington, for nine 
seasons, playing from 1932-40. 
He was considered a giant in 
his era, standing 6-foot-2 and 
weighing 260 pounds. 
He eventually became coach 
of the Redskins in 1946 after a 
knee injury cut short his career 
five years earlier. 
Perry and Nomellini, the first 
San Francisco players to be 
enshrined, 
both 
carved 
out 
fantastic careers with the Forty 


Niners. 
Perry, whose only college 
experience was a brief two-year 
stay at Compton, Calif., Junior 
College, joined the Forty Nin­ 
ers in 1948 when 
they were 
members of the All America 
Conference. He played for San 
Francisco for 13 seasons, was 
dealt to Baltimore in 1961 and 
finished his career with the 
Forty Niners in 1963. 


Nomellini, an “ iron man” 
performer, spent 14 years with 
the Forty Niners, playing 174 
consecutive 
games 
at 
one 
stretch, the third best longevity 
record in NFL history. 
Stautner, a native of Bavaria, 
also played for 14 seconds, 
missing only one pro bowl from 
1953-1962. He played defensive 
tackle and through most of his 
career, moved to defensive end 
in the late years and also filled 
in on offense when needed.

round. 
Kennedy said each division 
winner will collect $20,0 0 0, with 
an additional $5,000 for gaining 
the best won-lost record. Each 
second place club stands to earn 
$1 0 ,0 0 0 and third place teams 
receive $5,000. 
In the playoffs, the clubs 
reaching the division semi­ 
finals get $20,0 0 0. Division fi­ 
nalists each earn $25,000 with 
the loser getting $17,500. 
The NBA championship club 
receives $48,000 and the de­ 
feated team in the best-of-sev­ 
en final series draws $32,000.

North has only seven high 
card points and South 21 so 
that there are 12 points held 
by Kast and West. 
On the other hand. North 
has a six-card spade suit and 
a singleton and should have 
interest in a slam. Then, 
while South has only 21 points 
tie has two of the three top 
honor spades and except for 
one jack, the rest of his high 
cards a'e aces and kings.

At this point, if the citizens of Santa Barbara County had any 
authority they would send back the confirmation of Walter Hick- 
el as secretary - of - interior and demand of the U.S. Senate 
that he take a lie detector test. 
In his visit here this week, Interior Secretary Hickel boldly 
admitted that the oil drilling procedures on federal leases were 
granted under restrictions designed 15 years ago. Restated that 
the federal government was “equally at fault” with the oil com­ 
pany for the present oil slick tragedy of our beaches and the 
harbor of Santa Barbara. 
Shortly before his departure for Washington, he dramatical­ 
ly announced that the oil companies had voluntarily agreed to 
cease drilling operations in the channel. During this interim, 
the department was to review their 15-year-old regulations. 
But 12 hours later, Mr. Hickel gives the green light to resume 
channel drilling. 


It is the height of “hypocrisy and cynicism” as Santa Bar­ 
bara County Supervisor George Clyde described the actions 
before a Senate committee the day of Hickel’s announcement 
to resume drilling operations. 


This whole mess of bureaucracy at its worse certainly 
calls for an investigation from top to bottom. Why is the inter­ 
ior department so hell bent to get this drilling underway in 
view of the facts that geological faults off the coast are so well 
known? Why won’t the interior department put a lid on drilling 
until it is logically explained that there will not be a recurrence 
of the present tragedy? 


Drilling and more drilling is scheduled for the channel 
leases. If Secretary of Interior Hickel won’t put a stop to it 
until maximum assurances are given against future tragedies, 
certainly native-born Californian Richard M. Nixon should.

Dear Sir: 
It has seldom been my misfortune to 
read such an atrociously ignorant and 
prejudiced letter as that from Mr. Ty­ 
ler in Thursday’s Record. However, to 
give Mr. Tyler the benefit of the doubt 
— which, in light of his words, is being 
extremely generous — if he is indeed a 
conservationist, he would do his cause 
far more good if he were to write a ra­ 
tional and factual letter. 
Mr. Tyler’s first complaint, as far 
as it is possible to interpret the hy­ 
steria in his first paragraph, appears 
to be the danger of smog caused by 
Astro-Air’s operations at Lompoc air­ 
port. Of course, as far as any reci­ 
procating or turbine engine is concerned, 
exhaust fumes are inevitable. We should 
therefore presumably ban not only Astro- 
Air, but Greyhound and school busses 
and, for that matter, all vehicular traf­ 
fic in Lompoc, including Mr. Tyler’s 
car and power lawnmower. 
Mr. Tyler next takes pot shots at 
those who will make use of Astro-Air 
as being on “company expense accounts” 
while he himself is too burdened by tax­ 
ation to travel. He evidently looks with 
disfavor upon the local business, contrac­ 
tor and military community which has 
brought 
substantial 
propserity 
and 
growth to the community in which he 
lives. Meanwhile, he conveniently ig­ 
nores the fact that statistically more 
Americans — evidently not so heavily 
weighed down by taxes as he —are travel­ 
ling by air for their pleasure than ever 
before. And speaking of the community, 
he can find good words only for “flow­ 
er growers” who can trace their Lompoc 
operations to the pioneer days. Now 
does Mr. Tyler mean to imply that 
only those may cause pollution who are 
Lompoc pioneers? Or is he genuinely 
ignorant of the smoke-laden burnings 
conducted by these same flower growers 
after each harvest? The so-called con­ 
trolled bums initiated by the local ranch­ 
ers which cause large portions of the 
local community to be literally smother­ 
ed by smoke during some of the finest 
summer days are also evidently perfect­ 
ly acceptable to Mr. Tyler, even though 
these are frequently supported by the 
same units of the local fire department 
which he begrudges to Lompoc airport. 
Ah yes; and the fire hazard of having 
Astro-Air based at the Lompoc airport! 
No doubt Mr. Tyler has steeped himself

Mr. Tyler goes on to claim that we 
have existing “air lines” that service 
Vandenberg. There have never been air 
lines — plural — which have served the 
area but only a single carrier whose lack­ 
adaisical service will be discontinued al­ 
together on March 1st. 
Finally, Mr. Tyler goes emotionally 
overboard about the beauties of the Flow­ 
er Festival, the song of birds in the 
rain and the sweetness of his drinking 
water. It seems that in his vivid imagin­ 
ation these local attributes will somehow 
or other come to an end because a 
commuter airline will operate a few times 
daily out of Lompoc. 
Shame, Mr. Tyler! I have no vested 
interest in Astro-Air and I make Lompoc 
my home not because I must but because 
I like it. More power to you and others 
who express their opinions in the news­ 
paper. But please, Mr. Tyler: 
1. Be accurate 
2. Be fair and 
3. Be sensible.

W orld Report by Henry J. Taylor 
Satellite espionage 


To our nation, thrilled by Apollo 8, 
here is a behind-the-scenes look at Soviet 
sky satellite espionage. 
On October 10, 1967, KGB Lieut. Col. 
Yevgeny V. Runge, an ethnic German 
from the Ukraine, defected to the West 
in Berlin with his East German wife, 
Walentine, and their seven-year-old son. 
Confirmed since, Runge was among the 
first to hint that our satellite secrets 
had been broken. 
The man responsi­ 
ble for the Red coup 
is 
Runge’s former 
boss, Maj. Gen. Sera­ 
fim N. Lyalin, chief 
of the 8th Directorate 
of the KGB counter­ 
intelligence. 
Lyalin 
conducts 
foreign 
code-breaking and the 
surveillance of com­ 
munications of for­ 
eign 
governments 
and citizens. 
Runge indicated that it was Lyalin 
who first achieved the capture of one of 
our pilotless spy planes in the Far East, 
used in what we call “Operation Blue 
Streak.” These are 12-foot-long jets 
launched from transport planes. They are 
guided, controlled and returned by pow­ 


erful radar installations at our intelli­ 
gence centers. Facsimiliesof “Operation 
Blue Streak” photographs reach Wash­ 
ington in a matter of minutes. 
Apparently Lyalin’s second coup was to 
obtain advanced top-secret sonar equip­ 
ment of our submarine-killer fleet. 
The average depth of the oceans is 
12,000 feet. Submarines are prowling 
deeper than ever before. A special 
V.H.F. radio wave length is the stand­ 
ard method of speaking from surface 
vessels to submerged submarines, orbe- 
tween submarines — and for astounding 
distances. But formerly a high-speed tor­ 
pedo’s range was greater than the range 
of our devices for detecting the submar­ 
ine that launches it. 
Now, the advanced sonar system can 
fire a rocket from the deep sea to the 
surface, arch it in the sky and then re­ 
lease a nuclear depth charge over the 
target by parachute. 
The depth charge (a torpedo can be 
substituted) homes-in electronically on 
the enemy submarine and self-explodes 
its atomic warhead nearby. 
To supplement the Soviet’s probes 
about this and cancel our testings, So­ 
viet intelligence ships are often posted 
in Hawaiian waters, usually lying still 
about 25 miles west of the Barber Point 
Naval Air Station. 
The photographic reconnaissance sat­ 
ellites, known to our public as the 
SAMOS (Satellite and Missile Observa­ 
tion System), are launched about once a 
month, chiefly from the Pacific Coast 
Missile Range. They are sent up in ser­ 
ies, fixed into orbits from 100 to 300 
miles high, and fly constantly as the sen- 
tinels of our sleep. Meanwhile, in our 
own defense, we have developed on John­ 
son Island in the Pacific the prototype 
of a system for shooting down an enemy 
satellite. 
Its nucleus is the Thor missile with 
an Agena second stage along with equip­ 
ment, designated the Ferret, for celes­ 
tial eaves-dropping on enemy radio and 
radar beams. 
One camera on every Samos “ spy 
bird” aims directly downward; a second 
is synchronized with the stars direct­ 
ly above. This synchronization exactly 
identifies the “fix” from which the pic­ 
ture was taken. Other cameras swing on 
set timings in a methodical photographic 
sweep. Their range in the series* clus. 
ter is so immense that the earth's sur­ 
face is photographical at every point 
at least once each day. 
They take pictures only when com­ 
manded from the ground to do so. Each 


carries a television system which gives 
our intelligence group on the ground con­ 
stant viewing of what the “spy bird” is 
seeing to decide what areas may be 
suspicious. They can command that more 
powerful lenses be put in place, if they 
prefer, and order close-ups on the next 
orbit. 
They also eject the film by ground 
signal. Encased in a capsule, the satel­ 
lite drops it by parachute over vari­ 
ous selected points in the Pacific and 
elsewhere at sea. 
U.S. Navy aircraft carriers are sta­ 
tioned to complete the operation. And on 
at least one occasion a Soviet subma­ 


rine, somehow informed, surfaced and 
applied its own cameras ip the middle 
of the operation near remote Viegues 
Island, south of Puerto Rico. 
Our planes intercept the parachute 
in the air. In case the rendezvous fails, 
or the capsule falls into the sea and is 
not recovered promptly, atiming mecha­ 
nism explodes the film and sinks the 
container. 


Objects as small as a newspaper 
headline are legible in the films taken 
from up to 100 miles in the sky.

man from the Netherlands. He was a re­ 
cipient of an American Field Service 
scholarship, and was to live in our home 
as a member of our family for the ensu- 
ing school year. 
All we knew about this young man was 


what we had read in his application for 
the scholarship. He was 18 years ofage, 
came from a family consisting of a moth­ 
er, six sisters, and himself. His father 
had died a few years prior. We also 
had a picture of him. But that was all. 
We also knew that it was through the 
efforts of a small but active group of lo­ 
cal people that A.F.S scholarships to 
Lompoc were made available to students 
from foreign lands. 


We had met other A.F.S. students 
who had come to Lompoc in past years, 
but had no appreciation of the impact one 
of these students had in their host 
home or on the community as a whole. 
With considerable trepidation we had 
accepted the responsibility of hosting 
this student. And to this date, we are 
most happy that we did. For we have dis­ 
covered an entire new world. 


Through our association with Theo 
Widdershoven, and through an exchange 
of letters with his mother and sisters, 
we have developed a great appreciation 
for the people of his country. The ties 
which have sprouted between our two 
families will, I’m sure, be enduring 
throughout our lifetimes, just the same as 
other families have experienced which 
have opened their homes. 
The American Field Service espouses 
a theme of, “ walk together, talk together 
. . . for only then can there be peace.” It 
is a lofty aim, but one which is certainly 
on the right track.
